THE OUSTOMS TARIFF ON THI 
JUNE TRADE, 


f oie ; 

The new tariff! which was put in forca.a short 
time ago with reforenco to the junk trade to 
Hongkong ond Macao has, as already announced, 
boon suspended, but the following summery of 
am artiols undor the heading of “ Chiness astute- 
ness,” which appeared in the Macao Independents 
6f the 9th instant, atil! possesses some interest: 
—The commeros of Macao continues to complain 
ut’ the new.tariff lately put in_foxeo by the Chi: 
nego Custome in suoh an nnforaseen and violent 
manner as'well shows that China ia yet far from 
marching in the track of Enropean civilization 
and from receiving the beneficial influx of uni- 
versal justices, Orders nre sont down from Pe: 
king to establish o new customs tariff at 
the fiscal stutious in the’ neighbourhood of 
Macao and ‘Hongkong, and these orders are 
put into forse by assault, without transition and 
without the publicity which. overywhere precedes 
tho enforcomont of fiscal laws, Wore the affair 
merely confined to the Chinese empivo and its 
subjects, it woald only be a matter of regrot for 
the groat backwarduess of ono’s noighbours, and 
for the voxation of the people, who ars dubjaot to 
tho greatest financial deapotizm,~ Unfortnnate- 
iy, howover, the avils of this deplorable state of 
things onoircle Macao very olosely aud rofleot 
themselves fully in the contre of tho city. At 
the moment when tho Portuguese Minister ap- 
proaches Peking for the -purpose of comploting 
a troaty, the Imperial Governmont is giving pra- 
ference to the fiscal, district of ‘which. Maono 
is the contro, to makes trial of the new tariff, 
which strikes a severe blow at almost all branchos 
of commerce by the drawbacks which it orcntos 
to tho navigation of junks. 4 propos of this 
foot, rumours of an alarming uatara commenced 
to circulate; to the offeot that the 1ea and salt fieh 
industries wauld have to cease, which would be a 
calamity, Also the evil would inclnde oil, sugar, 
and otherQmerchandise. Tho’ prico of korosine 
is said to have risen to double its usual rato, 
becnnso the trangportation of this articla by 
juaks has boon prohibited and the river steamers 
are prevented by the Insurance offizes from 
carrying more than ten oases a day. As to 
tioe, the Independents hears that its exporta- 
tion has been ‘prohibited.. Our contemporary 
believes thore are great exaggerations and 
inaccuracies in these ramorrs. There is no 
donbt, howaver, that a now. tariff bas boon 
eatablished, by -the Castoms, which has resulted 
Yo serious drawbacks to tho commerce of Macad. 
Taking into serions consideration this . con- 
duot of tho Chinese Government it will not be 
going far from truth to assert that the object. of, 
tho new fisoal regime is less flnanoial than political. 
"This reqimé was only established after the Minis- 
tor had started on his voyage to Peking and it does 
not comprise all the Chinoso, ports, but only the 
regions whore Maoao and Hongkong ars situated. 
"Tho Indapendente goon on to say that the Chi- 
nesa statesmen, astute as foxes, after having 
hound themselves ta recoguiva the sovereignty 
of the Portuguese aver. Mucao, and befora tho 
settlement of such recognition, thought it con- 
yoniont to enforca the blockade of the port in 
ordor to show to What extent the commerce of 
Maoao lies at their ‘meray, and to constrain ita 


representative to ask great concessions, thus 


placing him in such a position as not to be able 
to rofuse anything to the other contracting 


party ' .

‘A STUDENTS RIOT IN CRINA. 


— 


Tho following report by the Governor of 
Hunan of the trial of -s atudent who was im 
plicated in the disturbance whioh took place last 
year during the examinations at Yiian-chow Fa 
appears in the Peking Gazette and is translated 
by the N. 0, Daily News :—-Tho aoousod, Li Fu- 
hua, is native of tho Chib-chiang District, aud 
was a fellow student of Yang Ch'un-p‘ei and 
Sang Ho-ling, who havo already been sentenced 
to death for their part in the riot, au also of 
several othera who have suffered minor degroes of 
punishment, In June last tho Prefect of Yiion- 
chon commenced to hold preliminary examina- 
tions, and on the 11th of thet month tha students 
of the entire district of Chih-chiang, numbering 
over 900, presanted themselves for examination. 
Four hundred of the number who showed some 
proficiency in composition were passed, and when 
the list appeared, Yaug Chun-p‘ei and others, 
disappointed at not finding. thoir. names on it, 
determined to coeres the Prefect into adding 
their names by making 4 waited effort to stop 
the continnanoe of the examination. They 
loudly proclaimed thatthe seléotion was qnite 
unfair, and demanded back their exaays from the 
official clerks, ‘i Fu-hua had passed, but as he 
was at the bottom of tha list, he too felt aggriov- 
ed and at first joined the others in urging that 
tho transmissions of tho papers for the Righor 
oramination should be impeded. Subsequently, 
howaver, he returned to his lodgings. With « 
view to reinforcing theit numbers, the malcon- 
tonts got Yang J ai ane one of the principals 
of tho college in which they had studied, to druft 
« proclamation atating the grievances undor 
whioh they, 400 poor studenta, Inboured in being 
debarred from proceeding to the higher exemi- 
nation, and calling  weneral meoting to create 
@ disturbance. Copiss of this dodiment were 
widoly posted, and their ranke havitie bedn re- 
ernited from varidus' quarters, they marched in 
aboly of over 100, aud made o rush for the 
examination booths. Tho examination of the 
students of the (hiien-yang aud May-yang 
distéiots was being held at the time, and taking 
an opportunity of the doors’ being open for the 
izsue of tickets, to the candidates, the rioters’

On. the northérn 
part of the castern side of tho range, 2% villages 
add 4,000 man submitted near Shui-woi, and 
12 villages and 2,000 mon nenr Bu-an. Alsc, 
after a display, of force and threats of bombard. 


ing the priacipal-village waloss it yielded, 15,000 
persons, tho inhabitante of 53 villages, gave their 
allegianoa togethor, ‘Che mon adopted the 
Chinese tonsnre, headmen were op jointed for 
the villages, and tlie. use of tho Chineso 
caléndar was introduced among thom. ‘The nt- 
tention of the. Memorialist’s officers was thon 
turnod to the southorn partof the region, round 
about Polam. Horo, olso, it’ was necessary to 
‘bring the troops withia abriking distance of} 
tha most formidublo tribe, which had not only: 
refused itself to submit,.bat by. its’ example 
reatrained its noighboura also from so doing. 
The sight of Chinese forces ‘overawed the 
eavagos, and 39 villages with 18.00) persons 
submitted in suocnssion. Adjoining the bound- 
aries of Feng-shan and Ieng-ch'un aro many 
poworful tribes. With tho assistance of troops 
from Fang-shan, first 37 and thon. 53 vil. 
lages wore aubjugated in this neighbourhood. 
Tho total nambar that submitted on the eastera 
side pf the island was thus 218 villages and 
50,000 persons. On the wostern sida of the 
range operations wore earriod on in the Districts 
of Feng-shon, Tai-wan, Chia-i, and Chang-hne,, 
on'tho borders of which ware many tribes which 
had not given their alleginucs. Tho number of 
villages ‘which were reduced to submiason was 
969 and their inhabitants 36,000, ‘The xoaalt of 
this work is that in the neighbourhood of Stini- 
wai and other places, some hundreds of thousands 
of noros of fertile land ean now be cultivated in 
safety, internecine fonds Inve been provented, 
and civilisation has, buon introduced among the 
inhabitants of tho most inaccessible mountain 
valleys. The Momorialist has accomplished far 
more than hb hoped to be ablocto do in so ahort 
a space of time. _At tha moment he is kept back 
by wint of fnnds, but as soot as he is in posses: 
sion of supplies ho will press ‘on and finish hig 
work completely. During the Inst two years his 
troops buve undergone extraordinary fatiguos in 
a most impracticable country and unhealthy cli- 
mate. Wo bags to yecommond for promotion the 
officers who have tha most distinguished them-
